‘This 
is no doubt very beneficial to the owners of 
the theatres from a financial point ‘of view, 
and it also to a great extent guards the 


| public from the disappointment of not being 


able to obtain a seat, to witness a popular’ 
play; . but it is not only the convenience of 
the public and the pocket of the theatre 
proprietor-that should,’be taken into con- 
sideration—there is thépublic safety to be 
thought of as.will,, oa 

A reference to the Reuter's Telegrams 
which we publish to-day will show the great 
danger to be apprehended from a large crowd 
getting out of hand in a confined. space. 


‘| The crush at the Glasgow football match 


resulted in twenty-two persons being killed’ 
and two hundred-and fifty injured. Foot- 
ball matches are not played at ‘Chinese 
theatres, but there is always a danger of fire 
with its attendant panic, and the result of a 
large crowd trying to make its way out of 
the building through gangways blocked with 
bamboo stools can be easily imagined. It 
would be bound to mean,a great loss of life, 
not only from: the crush, but from people 
being burnt to death from their’ inability’ to 
seach the exits through the blocked gang- 
‘ways, We certainly ‘think’ tbat. this is a 
matter to be taken in hand by the Authori-
